When he charged that the 
legislation was socialistic in its nature 
and was a step towards government 
ownership and the dream of Bry an and 
H e a rst 
Jam es of Kentucky 
asked 
w hat the reason was for the right- 
about-face of the Republican party in 
the direction of the r.ry an leadership, 
“I will gracefully place the responsi­ 
bility on my colleagues of broader 
shoulders.” retorted Sibley . 
Jam es, 
who is quite bald, sat down shaking 
his head. 
Sibley remarked to 
the 
great am usem ent of the house, ‘‘Don’t 
shake y our gory loek< at ine.” 
“Oh! 
The gentlemen’s hair is near­ 
ly as absent as my own,” res^n ded 
James.

In the hearing before the senate com­ 
m ittee on the Philippines. He declared 
th at it costs 314 cents a pound to pro­ 
duce sugar in the United States, and 
th a t Philippine sugar could be deliv­ 
ered in tbe interior of the 
United 
States for 2 cents a pound if the duty 
w as taken off. 
The passage of the bill, he said, 
would destroy the sugar interests of 
the United States within ton y ears at 
the outside for the reason that capital 
could not be Induced to invest in the 
face of such competition, and there­ 
fore progress in the way of reducing 
the cost of production would l>o at a 
leetHHw n n fw iw it of 
protection, lie said, the cost of pro­ 
duction in this country would he U-s- 
senod at least one cent a pound within 
the nex t two or three y ears.

PRANCE AND FRANKLIN. 


Tfce Honors Paid to an Allen Cittern 
by Her Feopl« - 
To the sight of the world Franklin 
came as the agent of certain rev olted 
colonies of England to seek material 
aid to sustain the hard pushed rebel­ 
lion, but to the enlightened ey e of his­ 
tory he is an env oy from the new world 
to the old. addressing to its half awak­ 
ened heart and conscience the soul 
stirring inv itation to he free. No fitter 
choice was ov er made by any nation in 
any age. 
There was too heav y a sea 
running to hav e any incompetence on 
the quarter deck. 
An interest which we can scarcely 
comprehend was taken in that day in 
natural science. 
Franklin was by uni­ 
v ersal consent the greatest natural 
philosopher of his time. He was bailed 
as the confidant of nature, the play ­ 
mate of lightning, a Prometheus un­ 
punished. 
The brightest constructiv e 
and critical energies of the best minds 
were dev oted to the solution of politi­ 
cal problems, and here, they said, was a 
man who had founded many states up­ 
on the principles of abstract justice 
and had consolidate« ! them at last 
into a superb model 
rep ublic, for this 
hasty generalization had seized the for­ 
eign mind, alway s tor apt to regard 
leaders instead of masses, and it was 
long before the millions of Americans 
got their due abroad. 
Thus it came that the great heart of 
liberal France went out at once in a 
quick rush of welcome to Franklin. He 
was the point that attracted the ov er­ 
charged electricity of that v ast and 
stormy mass of activ e thought. He be­ 
came the talk of the town. They made 
songs about him. They published more 
than 150 engrav ings of him. so that his 
, fur cap and spectacles became as fa­ 
miliar as the face of the king on the 
louis d’or. 
The pit rose when he en­ 
tered a theater. These are not triv ial 
details. Those spontaneous honors paid 
to an alien citizen by a people so long 
the v ictims of degrading tutelage show­ 
ed the progt(*ss they had made toward 
liberty . 
In honoring him they honored 
themselv es. They v aguely felt he was 
fighting their battle. They read in his 
serene 
and 
noble countenance 
the

All Its Part*. From Stalk to Seeds, 
May Be Made a Source of Rev enue 
to Cultiv ator*—It 1* Logica lly Our 
Na tiona l Flower. 


The sunflo w er m ight be a m o st ap ­ 
pro priate cho ice fo r the natio nal flo wer 
of o ur co untry, since It o riginated here 
in the regio ns o f the gro at plains. 
Specim ens o f It w ere taken to E uro pe 
by the early Spanish explo rers, and it 
w as first cultivated in the o ld w o rld 
in the gardens o f M adrid. 
The plant 
w as utilized by the Am erican Indians 
lo ng befo re the days o f Co lum bus. 
C ham plain, w hen he visited G eo rgian 
bay in 1615. fo und the abo rigines there 
gro w ing it and using the o il m ade fro m 
th e seeds o n their hair. 
It w as raised 
chiefly fo r the sake o f the fo o d which 
Its seeds supplied. 
To so high a po int 
had it been develo ped by the natives o n 
this co ntinent th a t during th e th ree and 
a half centuries which have elapsed 
since its ado ptio n by the w hite m en it 
has no t been impro ved to any e x te n t 
m erely retaining the o riginal size which 
distinguished it fro m its w ild o riginal. 
In liu ssia the plant is o f g rea t eco ­ 
no mic im po rtance, its seeds being eaten 
in im m ense quantities, raw o r ro asted, 
ju st as w e ea t peanuts. 
T he o il o b­ 
tained by pressing the seeds is also 
widely used as an article o f diet. 
The 
stalks and o il cakes m ake excellent fo d­ 
der. the leaves are emplo yed as a sub­ 
stitu te fo r to bacco , and the fiber o f the 
stalks h as a high value. The o il o f the 
sunflo w er is widely em plo yed in R us­ 
sia, w here the frequent religio us feasts 
restrict the use o f m eat. 
T here are 
three principal varieties cultivated in 
the czar's 
territo ry —o ne w ith 
large 
w hite seeds, which are said to yield the 
m o st o il; o ne w ith sm aller black seeds, 
which a re sw eeter and co nsidered the 
best fo r eating, and an interm ediate 
fo rm w ith striped seeds, used bo th fo r 
eatiug and the pro ductio n o f o il. 
The sunflo w er has assum ed a greater 
eco no mic value in Russia th a n in any 
o ther co untry. 
Even by th e tipper 
classes the seeds are much eaten, the 
larger and finer o nes being equal to 
m o st n u ts in palatability and who le­ 
so meness. 
W hile the po o rer and less 
perfect seeds furnish an o il which is 
so m ew hat turbid and bitter, the better 
o nes yield a superio r quality th a t is 
said to co m pare favo rably w ith the 
o live o il o f co mmerce. 
The stalks and 
straw o f the sunflo w er are highly priz­ 
ed as fuel, being in so me p a rts o f the 
em pire th e o nly available su bstitu te 
fo r wo o d to burn. Sunflo w er o il seems 
to have mo re o f the general pro perties 
o f o live o il than any o ther kno w n sub­ 
stitute. 
Of late years, w hen purified, 
it has been used extensively to adulter­ 
ate o live o il. 
It is o f a pale yello wish 
co lo r and decidedly palatable. 
In a 
crude sta te it is used by painters, but 
to no very great extent, being mixed 
w ith cheap paints and prepared stains, 
but it do es no t equal linseed o il fo r 
varnish. 
The cake left a fte r the ex­ 
tractio n o f the o il by pressure is ex­ 
trem ely rich, being equal in this re­ 
spect to the m aize cake o r linseed cake. 
B ranches and stalks o f the p la n t are 
used fo r fo dder and are highly nu­ 
tritio us. 
One o f the m any w ays o f utilizing the 
seeds is practiced in the po o rer dis­ 
tricts o f Euro pe, where a fa ir kind o f 
bread is m ade fro m them.

In China th e fiber o f 
the stalks, w hich is fine, silky and very 
stro ng, is wo ven into silk fabrics, and 
it is believed with the pro per m achin­ 
ery it m ight be utilized w ith much 
pro fit in this co untry. 
It is an interesting fact th a t the va­ 
riety o f sunflo w er mo st gro w n in this 
co untry is called the R ussian. 
F arm ­ 
ers say th a t no thing fatten s chickens 
so quickly as the seeds o f this plant, 
which seem to enco urage hens to lay. 
P aper has been m ade fro m the stalks, 
but in the treeless regio n w here the 
sunflo w er is mo st extensively gro wn 
their highest value is fo r fuel. 
Tho ugh the eco no mic value o f the 
sunflo w er has been but recently a sub­ 
ject o f discussio n, its aesthetic value 
has lo ng been reco gnized. 
In K ansas 
the bo rders o f wago n ro ads and rail­ 
ro ads are frequently lined fo r miles 
w ith the blo sso ms, which in A ugust 
and Septem ber, wheu the flo wers are 
in full blo o m, are a fea tu re o f the 
prairie landscape. 
These are no t the 
large flo wers gro w n in o ur gardens 
fo r o rnam ental purpo ses, bu t are a 
sm aller variety, which gro w s wild.—
